Dear Henderson, 


Our telephone conversation of 9th August and 
Reuterdahl's letter 54/104/47 of 1st August about 
Palestine illegal immigration traffic. 


I called on the Landshévding, Malte Jaconsson, 
on the 8th instant and passed on the gist of your note 
No. 103 to the Swedish Foreign Minister. I told him 
that the presence of the s.s.

E 6687/84/31 of 30th July to the U.K. Delegation 
at New York about the principle of refoulement. 


Ever since you first raised the matter 
in April we have been trying to extract information 
about United States practice on this question from 
the legal advisers at -the State Department (since 
we feel that nothing less than a semi-official view 
will have sufficient authority to be of value to 
you). Their slowness is evidently due at least in 
part to a heavy burden of work, but we suspect that 
some of it may also be due to a realization of the 
object of our enquiry, which was of course made 
only in general terms, and may therefore be paraliel 
to the slowness of the Justice Department in | 
considering our general complaints about aid from 
U.S. nationals and organizations for illegal 
immigration into Palestine.

Be I first learned of this ship's arrival by a telephone 
message from Mr. Bowker, the Vice-Consul at Bone, and instruc- 
ted him to @o all that he could with the local authorities to 
prevent this ship from embarking any immigrants or receiving 
any supplies such as oil fuel, provisions etc. I got into 
touch with the Acting Governor-General of Algeria, Monsieur 
Pelabon, and informed him of the ship's arrival at Bone, at 

the same time drawing attention to a letter which I had written 
to him on the 6th August informing him of the ship's departure 
from Bayonne on the 4th August, ostensibly for Leghorn, and 
requesting that all measures be taken to prevent her embarking 
clandestine immigrants. IT pointed out that, now that the 
'Paducah" had arrived at Bone, it was manifest that she had 
given a false clearance to the French Customs authorities at 
Bayonne, and therefore requested that no facilities be granted 
to ner and that she be prevented from embarking any passengers. 


4. As a result of this the local authorities at Bone 
refused to supply the "Paducah" with 530 tons of oil fuel 
requested,’ and cut down the supply of fresh provisions to a 
very small quantity parely sufficient for a few days for 
Captain Padgzert and his crew of 38, most of whom are stated to 
be Jewish American citizens originating from various countrics. 
Similarly a request from the shipfor 100 loaves of pread was 
refused, but she was allowed to take on poard 90 tons of | 
water, as it is apparently a tradition of the sea that water 
shall never be refused to a ship which needs it.

The ship in question is the s.s, "Paducah" an ex-coastguard cutter 
of 252 tons nett, passenger capacity of 750, speed of 12-13 knots, 
flying the Panamanian flag. Her description is as follows: 


The vessel has a black hull, white upperworks ani one yellow 
funnel. There is one mast forward of the wheel-house and a large 
deck-house with rounded sides on the upper deck, A few feet abaft the 
real funnel there is a dummy funnel which is removable. Dimensions of 
the ship are approximately 200 x 25 x 12 feet, 


This ship left the port of Bayonne on August 4th and called at Bone 
on August 15th, She left the same day without passengers and her 
position at 0401 hours on August 17th was 36 degrees 17.5 minutes north 
and 21 degrees 31 minutes east. 


His Majesty's Government strongly suspect that this vessel may 
attempt to embark Jews either direct from Greek territory or from another 
vessel coming from Greece. His Majesty's Pmbassy have accordingly been 
instructed to request the Royal Hellenic authorities to. take all | 
precautions that may be possible to frustrate attempts which may be made 
to embark Jews as above and in particular to deny bunkers, and to detain

Under the International Maritime 
Regulations it would seem possible that the French authorities 
would be in a position to delay the departure of a ship from 
a French or Algerian port if she did not comply with these 
regulations, and they would possibly be willing to take action 
in this matter if pressed to do so. This point of using 
International Maritime Regulations as a lever to get the 
French to act in detaining or delaying illegal ships which 
do not comply, would appear worthy of further consideration.
